An artillery company was in- 


stituted in England, for weekly military ex- 
ercise.in 1010. The best iron plates for gun 
barrels are those made of stub-iron, that is 
of old horse-shoe nails welded together and 
forged into thin bars, or ra'her narrow rib- 
bands. At one time Damascus barrels 
were much in vogue ; they were fashioned 
either from plates made of iron and steel, 
paralled and welded together, or from ri- 
bands of the same Damascus stuff coiled in- 
to a cylinder at a red iieat, and then weld- 
ed together in the seams. Under Louis 
XIV., the French cannon are said to have 
been of it better quality than those of the 
present time ; zinc was mixed with the- met- 
al in the condition of brass.

made in later times hava failed, because the 
zine was introduced directly into the alloy 
while in fusion, in which case the zinc is 
burned off, and forms no combination with 
the fused metal —.V. K 8un.

This is an 
intellectual repast of a class such as we may 
noveragaiu have an opportunity-of pavtak- 
ing,of,»nd in future time those who have heard 
Mr. Everett on this occasion, will ever be grat- 
ified 'to narrate to their children and grand 
children tht impression imbibed from his lips 
of one Vftioso memory all, of all parties, dc 
li"h't to revere. We have already intimated 
that nothing From our pen canV required to 
induce a just appreciation o'f Mr. Everett's 
consumato eloquence. It may not, however 
in that connection be irrelevant to notice its 
"effect recently alluded to by the President 
of the Institution, at St. Louis, where after an 
inauguration discourse from him, $-200,000 
were -subscribed to the University then being 
established at that place, and .for which it 
was universally admitted that

Newport, at this time, special attractions.— 
The day of its delivery was selected with par-

It will be remembered that » 
cautious jealousy ofState Rights, all-import- 
ant to our little commonwealth; not only 
prevented our ancestors from sending dele- 
gates to the Federal Convention, but induced 
them to withold their ratification of the Con- 
stitution till more than a year after the Gov- 
ernment of the United States was organized.

After the first alarm of the accident hud 


somewhat subsided on board the steamer, 
(lie shock, of course, having awakened all 
the sleepers and brought every one on deck, 
a meeting was extemporized, and n com- 
mittee Appointed to collect funds to relieve, 
in some measure, the most pressing wants 
of the sufferers who were saved from the 
wreck, and also for the benefit of the fami- 
lies of those who were lost. 


Tl.c following gentlemen were then ap- 


pointed as the committee : Lowell Mason, 
Jr., New York; (lie Kev. R. W. Clark, 
Brooklyn; W. P. Jones, Portsmouth, N. 
II.j J. 'K. Frothingliam, Boston. 


These gentlemen at once proceeded to 


the duties imposed upon them by their 
fellow passengers, and collected the sum of 
four hundred and eighty-five dollars — a 
very handsome sum to lie realized from the 
persons on board the steamer. 


The committee will take charge of any 


further donations that the citizens of New 
York, or other benevolent persons, may be 
disposed to forward them for the purpose 
of affording relief to these very distressing 
cases of suffering.

Smith, which was on her way from New 
York to New London. The Metropolis 
was making her regular trip from Fall 
River to New York. 
The cutwater of the 


steamer struck the Propeller a little for- 
ward of midships, causing her to sink 
almost instantaneously. 


Tlie Metropolis received a severe shock, 


but was not seriously injured. 
On the Pro- 


peller were, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
fourteen passengers and a crew of eleven 
pprsnns. 
Of three, twelve in all were 


saved, including the captain, first and sec- 
ond engineers, two deck hands, and seven 
passengers.
